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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed amendments to claim 19 and the addition of claims 22-24 are found to raise new issues that 
would require further consideration and/or search of the art. Per Applicant's request, Examiner has provided an attachment illustrating the 
interpretation of the prior art as explained in the Final Rejection mailed on January 16, 2009. Each forming assembly has a pair of forming 
flaps and a pair of jaws, wherein each forming flap of the pair of forming flaps is secured to a common carriage frame, by pins 41, with a 
respective jaw of the pair of jaws, such that the forming flap and the jaw rotate around an endless path as a single unit. Therefore the 
engagement of follower rollers 52, 53 of the forming assembly with the fixed cams facilitate movement of all forming flaps toward one 
another and the tube (as shown in figure 5 of Fontanazzi). Follower roller 42 also support and facilitates movement of the forming flaps 
toward one another and the tube. Therefore, Examiner maintains the rejection of Applicant's invention in view of Fontanazzi. 
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
